Food makes the sinew of war.

engaged in manufacturing munitions 
for every requisite of warfare, both 
on land and water. 


Food supplies the very sinew of 


war, therefore, the guarding of meat, 
milk, vegetables and grain becomes 
one of our imperative measures of 
defense. 


These essentials will have to be 


looked after to supply those active at 
the front andthose guarding the great 
treasures of our Republic. 


Unfortunately, at the present may- 


be more than ever before in the his- 
tory of the world, our people are 
restless and demand to be entertain- 
ed. They do not today, as much as 
in former times, make their daily oc- 
cupation their play. For this reason 
they flock to the centers of popula- 
tion to be amused by various forms 
of entertainment. This robe 
the 


farms and gardens of our country, 
which we can ill afford at such a 
time as this. 


With these conditions staring us in 


the face, our attention is turned to 
a serious condition which threatens 
a nation that may be long engaged 
in active warfare. No one can guess 
the length of time the United States 
of America "will be envolved in pro- 
tecting herself from foreign interfer- 
ence with her national rights. Today, 
therefore, is the time to begin to ec- 
onomize in the use of foodstuff, the 
waste of which is a sin

health and profitable activities for 
women. 
If many idle women, and

If we htve front or back yards, we

squash.

First Mosquitoes Are Hatching 
Now; 


Thi» la the Time to Take 


Precautions 


Mosquitoes 
breed only in 
water 


and generally require from one to 
three weeks in hot weather to devel- 
op from eggs- to winged Insects; in 
cool weather the period Is longer. 
Females may begin to lay eggs three 
dayg after full development, but as a 
rule they do not start until they are 
at least a week old. 
Majes die in a 


few days; females may live a. month 
or longer, or until they have a. chance 
to lay eggs, and those that hibernate 
(winter sleep) in the adult stage may 
live from September of one year to 
June of the next. 


Mosquitoes may bite every second 


or third 
day, but when the 
cold 


weather 
comes the mosquitoes 
be- 


come sluggish or dormant, and rare- 
ly feed before the following spring. 
Only the female mosquito bites, i. e., 
sucks blood. 


There are over forty species of 


mosquitoes in this part of the coun- 
try and they have habits as well de- 
fined as those of different kinds of 
birds or other animals. 
It is con- 


venient, however, to group them into 
three large 
classes: 1, the swamp 


and woods mosquitoes; 2, those of 
the salt marshes, and, 3, the domes- 
tic Or rain barrel mosquitoes. 


The swamp and woodland mosqui- 


toes emerge early in April; they are 
due now. They rarely enter houses, 
but are a source of great annoyance 
in the evening out of doors. 


There are two kinds of salt marsh 


mosquitoes common in this neighbor- 
hood, and both bite at all hours of 
the day and night. 
One of them is 


brown, with narrow white bands on 
its feet, the other has a white band 
across its beak, white bands on its 
feet 
and a. light yellowish" streak 


along its back. 


The only ways of getting rid of 


these mosquitoes are draining 
the 


marshes, filling in and 
sprinkling 


with crude oil every two weeks. 


About 90 per cent of the mosqui- 


toes that bother us indoors are of the 
variety known as house mosquitoes. 
They bite from the first twilight till 
'sunrise and enter houses at every op- 
portunity. They breed in any recep- 
tacle containing standing water, and, 
as they travel only short distances, 
can generally be traced to breeding 
places on or close to the premises. 
Common danger spots are rain pools, 
gutters, tin cans, rain barrels, tubs, 
cesspools and obstructed drains. 


No tubs, pails, kegs, buckets, bot- 


tles, old cans or empty boxes should 
be allowed to stand where they may 
collect water. The roof gutter should 
be regularly looked after, to see that 
it is not 
obstructed. 
In 
factories, 


hotels, 
theatres 
and other public 


buildings fire pails should be regular- 
ly inspected and filled with clean wa- 
ter at least every two weeks. 
All 


rain barrels should 
be carefully 


screened, 
cesspools tightly 
covered 


and the vent screened. 


At least two diseases are known to 


be spread by mosquitoes — namely, 
malaria and yellow fever. 


It has been proved that malaria is 


transmitted only "by a certain kind of 
mosquitoes, 
anopheles. 
These 
are 


common 
house mosquitoes of 
this 


vicinity, and should, by all means, 
be 
exterminated. 
Remember, no 


stagnant 
water, no mosquitoes; no 


mosquitoes, no malaria. 


Yellow fever is now known to be 


transmitted only by a certain kind of 
mosquito, known as stegomyia (now 
called Aedes). Fortunately, this kind 
of mosquito does not occur naturally 
in this part of the country, but only 
In more southerly regions. 


Mosquitoes breed 
only in water. 


They do .not breed in the grass, or In 
shrubs or bushes, but rank growths 
of grass or weeds or shrubs may con- 
ceal small breeding places. 
Moroov- 


er, mosquitoes seek the damp grass 
and other shady places to rest dur- 
ing the day and to escape the hot 
rays of the sun. 


A teacup 
of water standing 
ten 


days is enough to breed over two 
hundred mosquitoes. 
A bucketful of 


water may breed enough to ''.-ifest a 
community. 
/' 


Some species of mosquitoes 
lay 


their eggs on the water, others lay 
them in the water, and still others 
lay them in the marsh mud. All the 
eggs hatch out first into "wrigglers" 
and then they turn into what are call 
ed "pupae." 
The grown mosquitoes 


finally emerge from the pupae and 
fly into the air. 
Both wriggler and 


pupa are readily seen with the naked 
eye.

39 INDICTED AS COA£ 


CONSPIRATORS 


An American coal conspiracy that 
is costing the merchant ships of tho 
Allies at the rate of $40,000,000 a 
year is alleged in indictments hand- 
ed down in New York yesterday by 
the Federal Grand Jury against 
twenty-one soft coal companies and 
eighteen individuals connected there- 
with. 


It was the second blow struck by 
the Government at the 
so-called 
Southern 
bituminous "Coal Ring," t 


Some of the operators now involved 
also were named in the first batch of 
indictments filed a month ago. 


Both of the alleged conspiracies 
are said to have been hatched in this - 
city, the first at the Waldorf-Astoria 
and the second at a place of meeting 
in Manhattan not yet disclosed. 


The present indictments charge a 
combination among the suppliers of " 
bunker coal at Hampton Roads. It 
is alleged the upwards of 3,000 ves- 
sels coal there annually, taking from 
eighty to 1,000 tons each, and that 
the concern and individuals coined 
during the past three years to eli- 
minate competition by fixing a uni- 
form minimum price trom time to 
time and uniform terms. 


The alleged combine is 
charged 
with boosting the 
1916 prices 
of" 
$3.30 a ton up to $5.10 a ton for the 
whole calendar^year of 1917. 
This 
was agreed on, it is said; at secret 
meetings here last fall.

JESUS THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 


SUBSCRIBE FOR THE GAZETTE 


LESSON TEXT—John 10.7-17. 
GOLDEN TEXT—I am the good Shep- 


herd- the good Shepherd glveth Hla Ufa 
for the sheep.—John 10:11. 


This lesson, probably occurred at 


the Feast of the Tabernacle in Octo- 
ber, A. D. 29. The place was Jeru- 
salem, perhaps In or near the temple. 
Facts, pictures and illustrations re- 
garding eastern shepherd life can be 
used effectively in teaching the lesson. 
The true teacher must impart, develop 
and protect. Jesus does all of these 
things. 


I. Jesus, the Door (w. 1-9).. Any- 


one who tries to get access to the 
sheep any other way than through 
Jesus the door is a thief and a rob- 
ber (v. 1). A door is an invitation to 
enter, to investigate, to purchase, to 
learn, to meet others. It is the proper 
entrance. To go in through any other 
way arouses suspicion. It is also a 
means of safety to control those who 
enter; it can be closed in case of dan- 
ger, and Is strong to protect against 
storms and thieves. It is a means of 
separation, to insure privacy, and to 
furnish a means of egress. Jesus says 
we are to "go in" for communion with 
God, 
and to "go out" for service, to 


'go in" for strength and to "go out" 
?or conflict. Verse nine is a wonder- 
ful verse. In it we have the simplic- 
ity of the Gospel, "I am the door;" 
the exclusiveness of the Gospel, "By 
me," the conditions of the Gospel, "En- 
ter In;" the certainty, "Be saved;" the 
iberty, "Go in and out;" the provis- 
.on, "Find pasture." 


The true acceptance of Jesus leads 


not to a life of fear and constraint 
but to the^perfect liberty of a child, 
satisfaction in green pastures (Ps. 23: 
2) that never fail (Rev. 7:16-1T). The 
world's richest pasture lands are bleak 
and barren wildernesses in comparison 
with this. Christ is the door to other 
hings not mentioned In this lesson 
See John 14:6; Bph. 2:18; Rom. 5:1- 
2; Heb. 10:19-22). By him we enter 
he room of the knowledge of God. 
The Christian's business is to know 


od and to make him known. 
II. Jesus, the Good Shepherd (w. 


10-18). It is not enough to be a door. 
A door has no volition. It cannot leave 
ts place. A shepherd can go in and 
>ut. A false Christ and false shep- 
herd are really thieves and robbers 
who come to "Steal and kill and de- 
troy." 
On the other hand, Jesus' 


mission was a glorious one, "I came 
that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly." 
As a good Sfcepherd (1) he ias cour- 
age (v. 12).

aldehyde and sodium salicylate' are 
the two best fly poisons. 
Both are 


superior to arsenic. They have their 
advantages for household use. They 
are not a poison to children; they are 
convenient to handle, their dilutions 
are simple and they attract the flies. 


Preparation of Solutions 


A formaldehyde of approximately 


the correct strength may be made by 
adding 3 teaspoonfuls of the concen- 
trated formaldehyde solution, com- 
mercially known as formalin, to a 
pint of water. Similarly, the proper 
concentration of sodium salicylate 
may be obtained by dissolving 3 tea- 
spoonfuls of the pure chemical 
(a 


'-i powder) to a pint of water.

A saucer, or small plate, in which 


IB placed a piece of WHITE blotting 
paper cut the size of the dish, Is put 
bottom up over the glass.

glass atomizer and spray it around 
the rooms where flies are. 
In the 


dining room spray it lavishly even on 
the table linen. The odor is very dis- 
agreeable to flies but refreshing to 
most people. 


Geranium, mignonette, heliotrope 


and white clover are offensive to flies. 
They especially dislike the odor of 
honeysuckle and hop blossoms. 


According to a French scientist 


flies have intense hatied for the col- 
or blue. 
Rooms decorated in blue 


will help to keep out the fltes. 


Mix together one tablespoonful of 


cream, one of ground black pepper 
and one of brown sugar. This mix- 
ture is poisonous to flies. Put in a 
saucer, darken the room except one 
window and in that set the saucer. 


To clear the house of flies, burn 


pyrethrum powder.

the flies, but they must be SWEPT | 
UP and BURNED.
